P o rt Au Prince, H aiti, Dec. 7.—Five 
H aitiens w ere killed and 20 w ounded 
last night in a clash w ith 20 U nited 
S tates m arines a t Aux Cayes, on the 
southern coast. 
A band of TSO native dem onstrators 
w ere reported to have attack ed the 
m arine patrol a t Aux Cayes. 
They w ere repulsed, 
the 
m arines 
em ploying a m achine gun 
and 
six 
autom atic rifles in th e clash. 
N one of the m arines w as w ounded 
in the fighting w hich clim axed polit! 
cal dem onstrations and riots in P o rt 
Au P rince anc! an o th er tow n this w eek 
It was said la ter th a t th e band of 
250 d em onstrators w ere th e advance 
guard of a mob of 1,500 natives. 
T he fighting a t Aux Cayes, a sea­ 
port on the southern coast of H aiti 
resulted in the first bloodshed in the 
recent disturbances.

w hen 
custom s house em ployes here started 
a dem onstration and strike. A fter a 
disturbance in the custom s office they 
m arched through the streets, sw ing 
ing clubs and hurling stones.

l ines and native constabulary restored 
order. 
M artial law w as declared and m a­ 
rine reinforcem ents w ere sent to Aux 
Cayes, w here it was believed the sit­ 
uation w as in hand until last night 


W ashington,

7. — P resident 
H oover has ordered dispatch of 500 
m arines to H aiti to cope w ith political 
disorders in th a t negro republic, Sec­ 
re ta ry of S tate Stim son announced to­ 
day. 
The m arines will 
leave 
H am pton 
Roads, Va., today. 
The m arines w ere concentrated a t 
H am pton R oads under orders issued 
yesterday and are ready for em barka 
tion. 
Stim son said the 
d ep artm en t 
had 
been inform ed of the death of five n a­ 
tives and the w ounding 
of 
several 
o thers in a clash w ith m arines a t Aux 
Cayes. 
H e said the m arines w ere a t­ 
tacked by a force of 150 natives and 
th a t they had exercised g rea t self con­ 
trol, /iring into the air several tim es, 
before firing at th eir attack ers. 
D ispatch of additional m arines 
to 
H aiti w hich will bring the 
num ber 
there to 1,200 w as ordered, 
Stim son 
said, under a H aitian-A m erican trea ty 
ratified in 1916 w hich he said would 
not expire until 1936. 
Stim son did not attem p t to disguise 
his concern nor to deny th e extrem e 
ser iousness of the H aitian situation. 
He said his policy would be one of 
perfect frankness so far as publicity 
w as concerned. 
It is a bad situation, he told the re­ 
porters, adding they m ight 
as 
well 
know it and say so. 


H am pton Roads, Va., Dec. 7—A con­ 
tin g en t of U nited S tates m arines from 
the Q uantico base arrived here early 
today and boarded the U. S. S. W right. 
They are expected to leave during the 
day for H aiti to aid in quelling dis­ 
turbances th reaten in g A m erican lives 
and property there. 


W ashington, 
Dec. 
7. — P resident 
H oover sent a special m essage to con­ 
g re s s 'today explaining the serious po­ 
litical situation developing in 
H aiti 
and inform ing congress he had ord­ 
ered dispatch of ad d itio n al m arines to 
the republic. 
Ju st before the m essage w as sent to 
the capitol. S ecretary of S tate Stim ­ 
son announced a contingent 
of 
500 
m arines will sail from H am pton R oads 
today. 
Mr. H oover’s m essage was read at 
the capital soon after a dispatch to 
the state department announced death 
of five H aitians and wounding of sev­ 
eral others in a clash with marines 
a t Aux Cayes, a coffee port. 
The m essage w as read to the house 
shortly a fte r the start of its session 
a t noon. 
It w as im mediately referred 
to the com m ittee on foreign affairs. 
The president asked authority for 
appointm ent of a com m ission to go to 
H aiti w ithout delay and request ap­ 
propriation of $50,000 for that purpose. 
H e said he would include members of 
both houses of congress on the com­ 
m ission. 
•‘W e are confronted w ith a difficult 
problem ,” Mr. H oover said, “the solu­ 
tion of w hich is still obscure.” 
“The high com m issioner has asked 
th a t additional marines be in readi­ 
ness to m ake sure that if the situation 
becomes serious, American live* will 
be protected, and the force he 
has 
suggested has been ordered dispatched 
fo r that purpose.” 
Mr. Hoover is said to consider th* 
Haitian problem to have been inherit­ 
ed by his administration without any 
fault of his. 
American marines occu­ 
pied H aiti in 1915 during the W ilson 
administration.

FISH ING BOATS W RECKED FROM 
ENGLISH COAST TO 
PORTUGAL 


(By U nited P ress) 
T he B ritish Isles agd E uropean coast 
w ere pounded again today by severe 
storm s w hich have disrupted shipping 
all week. 
T he E nglish C hannel and the A t­ 
lantic coastal ships off 
Spain 
and 
P o rtu g al suffered m ost severely. 
At 
least 28 persons were dead in the B rit­ 
ish Isles; a score of lives w ere estim ­ 
ated lost in Spain and 
th ree 
w ere 
know n dead in Portugal. 
Seven w ere know n dead in the B rit­ 
ish Isles and 19 lost at sea, in addition 
to the m issing crew of the steam ship 
R ad y r w hich carried a crew of 20 to 
25 men w hen it w as seen to sink in 
the B ristol C hannel. 
Seventeen steam ships w ere in diffi­ 
culties this m orning, some of 
them 
sinking. 
They ranged from the Blue 
S ta r L iner A ndalucia Star, w hich was 
buffeted in the channel w ith 310 per­ 
sons aboard, to sm all freighters. 
F ishing boats w ere w recked from 
the E nglish coast to P ortugal. 
Ship­ 
ping w as paralyzed between E ngland 
an d F ran ce as th e gale continued to 
stir tem pestuous seas in th e channel. 
Floods In 
P ortugal 
and E ngland 
added to the loss of life and property.

London, Dec. 7.—Fierce storm s th a t 
battered the B ritish, French, Spanish 
and Portuguese coasts all week reach­

gales and rain. 
Seventeen steam ships filled the air 
w ith S. O. S. calls, one of them the 
B lue S tar liner A ndalucia S tar w hich 
w as helpless in the E nglish C hannel 
w ith 310 persons aboard. 
F o u r vessels w ere

circum stances 
th a t 
th e ir crew s took to lifeboats. 
M any 
sm all fishing boats off E ngland, Spain 
and P ortu g al w ere m issing or w reck­ 
ed.

— A 
state of w atchful w aiting w ith quiet 
enforced by arm ed A m erican m arines 
and H aiti guards, prevailed today in 
P ort Au P rince and other tow ns of 
this little republic w here violence and 
disorder occurred T hursday and F ri­ 
day.

M artial law, declared T hursday by 
Colonel R ichard M. Cutts, U. S. m a­ 
rine com m ander, was strictly enforced 
and today the stree ts-v irtu ally were 
vacated except for patrols of m arines 
and native guards. 
M arines were sta ­ 
tioned with m achine guns on the cor­ 
ners of the lawn of the presidential 
palace. 
The strik e of 214 students a t D am ­ 
ien agricultural school which precipi 
tated the general strik e and 
subse­ 
quent rioting W ednesday, was believed 
by m any to have been m aneuvered by 
political agitators, but thus far ob­ 
servers failed to see any definite lead­ 
er of the opposition who 
m ight 
at- 
em pt fu rth er revolt. 
The situation at Aux Cayes, w here 
disorders occurred yesterday, ap p ear­ 
ed Improved and A m erican residents 
who had prepared for an exodus to 
Port Au P rince did not leave. 
The strike problem here also 
was 
im proved, some of those 
who 
had 
joined In the genera] strike W ednes­ 
day having returned to their posts. 
Political ag itato rs who w ere believ­ 
ed to have played a part in influenc­ 
ing the student strik e expressed ela­ 
tion a t a 
m essage 
from 
President 
Louis Borno which they interpreted as 
Indicating th at he would not seek a 
third term . 
The background of the strik e and 
the m anner In which it 
started 
as 
given to the United Press 
by 
w it­ 
nesses, was sim ilar to m ost 
of 
the 
jots of form er days. 
The disorders apparently were stim ­ 
ulated by political agitators cam paign­ 
ing against a third term for President 
Borno.

failed to supply their dem ands for 
m ore financial aid and less m anual 
labor. 
Students stoned the home 
of

leased. 
Student 
delegations 
then 
visited 
every town In the republic seeking to 
win sym pathy of the residents and re­ 
ported excellent results. 
The strike 
spread until 10,000 students ranging 
in all grades had left their classes. 
Professors and teachers struck in 
sym pathy and later the strike becam e 
general.
